the text contained in Senate document numbered 2383. The amend-
ment was referred, under Rule 35, to the committee on Bills in the
Third Reading.

Severally passed to be engrossed by the Senate, were read; and they
were referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling.

A communication from the Department of Environmental Protec-
tion (pursuant to Section 51 of Chapter 286 of the Acts of 2014) sub-
mitting final revisions to the Water Management Act Regulations 310
CMR 36.00, with supporting documentation [copies had been for-
warded by said department to the House and Senate chairs of the com-
mittees on Ways and Means and the members of the joint committee
on Environment, Natural Resources and Agriculture], was read for the
information of the House, and returned to the Senate.

Reports of Committees.

Joint Rule 12 was suspended; and the petition (accompanied
by bill) was referred to the committee on Financial Services. Sent to
the Senate for concurrence.

The House Bill establishing a Mystic River watershed water quality
commission (House, No. 4302) (its title having been changed by the
committee on Bills in the Third Reading), reported by said committee
to be correctly drawn, was read a third time; and it was passed to be
engrossed. Sent to the Senate for concurrence.

The Senate Bill relative to cardiopulmonary resuscitation certification
for athletic coaches (Senate, No. 1918), reported by the committee on
Bills in the Third Reading to be correctly drawn, was read a third time.

Pending the question on passing the bill to be engrossed, in concur-
rence, Mr. Speliotis of Danvers moved to amend it by striking out sec-
tion 2 and inserting in place thereof the following section:

“SECTION 2. This act shall take effect on August 1, 2015.”.

The amendment was adopted; and the bill (Senate, No. 1918,
amended) was passed to be engrossed, in concurrence. Sent to the Senate
for concurrence in the amendment.
